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On January 16, the steamship Britannia, of the Fabre Line, bound 
with passengers and cargo for New York. There were inspected and 
passed 161 steerage passengers and 25 pieces of large and 203 pieces of 
small baggage. Fifty-two pieces of baggage were disinfected by steam. 

Plague. 

During the week a case of plague has been reported at Constantinople. 
I was fortunate enough to find the United States consul-general, Mr. 
Charles M. Dickinson, in Naples when the news was received. From 
him I learn that there is no direct emigration to the United States from 
Constantinople. Most of the cargo which consists principally of car- 
pets, mohair, skins, and wool, goes directly to the United States by the 
recently established Barber Line. 

The emigrants from Constantinople and vicinity probably all find 
their way to Marseilles, and then sail for the United States from some 
northern European port. This is especially true during the time that 
the ports on the Mediterranean quarantine against Constantinople.

Report from Vera Gruz — History of a case of yellow fever on the steam- 
ship Homeric. 

Vera Cruz, Mexico, January IS, 1901. 

Sir : I have the honor to make the following report for the week 
ended January 12, 1901 : From yellow fever there were 2 cases and no 
deaths, and from smallpox 1 case and no deaths reported. There were 
29 deaths from all causes. One of the cases of yellow fever appeared 
aboard of the steamship Homeric and is of sufficient interest to report. 

On October 19 the second officer of the steamship Merriwether had an 
attack of fever which was diagnosed as yellow fever on the 22d. He was 
carried to the hospital where he made a rapid recovery, and was dis-
